AERO CLUB OF AMERICA 


Announces Building of Im- 


mense Flying Boat by 
Glenn Curtiss for Rodman 
Wanamaker — Proposed 
Ocean Flight in 15 Hours. 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Feb. 5.—The success of 


Rodman Wanamaker's flying boat in 
ci ossing the Atlantic ocean in a single 
flight will depend almost entirel* up- 
cn its motor, according to aviators 
and aeroplane constructors who to- 
day let it be known that other ma- 
chines were either in process of de- 
signing, or building with a similar ob- 
ject in view. 


Through the Aero Ciub of America, 


Mr. Wanamaker last night announced 
that Glen H. Curtiss was building to 
his order an immense hydro-aero- 
plane in which an attempt would be 
made this summer to cross the At- 
lantic. 


When the order for the machine 


was placed Mr. Curtiss told Mr. Wan- 
amaker that in his opinion a motor 
could be perfected for sufficient power 
'and endurance for an over the ocean 
flight. 
His and other aviators' ex- 


periences had proven, he explained to 
Mr. Wanamaker that a motor can be 
run for forty and fifty hours without 
mishap. The Wanamaker flier is de- 
signed to make the ocean flight in 
fifteen hours. Concerning the ma- 
chine, itself, Mr. Curtiss was confi- 
dent that hie plans would produce a 
model air craft. 


Alfred J. Moisant, who today ad- 


mitted that be was working on an 
airship for an ocean flight, was of 
the opinion that Mr. Wanamaker 
Bbonld modify-his plans as to motive 
power, substituting a 500 horsepower 
motor for the 200 horsepower which 
his announcement says he contem- 
plates using. 


Mr. Wanamaker in commenting up- 


on the proposed flight declared that 
its accomplishment had been a cher- 
ished vision of his . for years. His 
purpose, he said, was in the interest 
of world peace and by this he ex- 
plained that a trip of the ocean in 
one flight would awaken the world to 
a realization of the tremendous im- 
portance of aviation in warfare.

RADIUM ONE 


OF SURGERY'S 


GREAT AIDS 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Feb. 5.—Characterizing 


radium as "one of the greatest 
aids 


which surgery could possibly have," 
Dr. W. H. Cameron of the r-ittsburgh 
Radium clinic, last night discussed 
the properties of the mineral as the 
raputic agent on canceis and orthritis 
at a meeting of the radium society. 


Many of the physicians present said 


the curative effects of the mineral, as 
sketched in his experiments, 
was 


more astounding even than the radi- 
um itself, which Dr. Charles H. Viol, 
of the radium research 
laboratories 


of Pittsburgh, exhibited. 


"In 1,750 years," 
Dr. Viol 
said, 


"radium exhausted half its energy, 
and except for uranium, which pro- 
duces the radium, it would long a^o 
have disappeared. With the present 
supply of uranium, however, it will 
last indefinitely; very probably Jong- 
er than man." 


Dr. Cemeron said his most astound- 


ing results had been obtained in cases 
of orthritis. 


"Nothing influences orthritis as 


much as radium," he said, "and in 
many cases I have -secured -results 
which I once considered, -"and you 
would consider, absolutely 
impossi- 


ble. One of my cases, a joint inca- 
pacitated by veneral 
disease, 
was 


cured in two weeks. 


"For any cancer where it is possi- 


ble to use radium I should never-, use 
the knife until after the radium. The 
best way, of course, is to kill 
the 


cancer by radium, then cut it out to 
prevent absorption, and then use ra- 
dium to kill the rest of it, if there is 
any left."

Republican Legislation Unmasked 


A correspondent writes as follows 


to the Columbus Dispatch: 


"When the liquor license law was 


before the general assembly last win- 
ter many' people opposed that section 
which gave the appointing power of 
the local beards to the state board, it 
being practically believed that the 
law would not be enforced.

Several 
times last year Speaker Clark was 
nominated—by Republicans—in speech- 
es on the floor of the house.

recognizing acts of signal 
bravery 


and devotion to Queen and country by 
soldiers and sailors engaged Jin war- 
fare. 
It 
originated 
in 
connection 


with the war in the Crimea. 
The 


first important distribution of crosses 
was in 1S57, when sixty-two Of the 
heroes of the Criwa. representing all 
ranks of both th<> S<M and land ser- 
vice, received the oowted honor. The 
following year man\ h<Toe* of the In- 
dian army were rt<v,iionts oi theucc- 
oration. The cross i.- of bronze, of 
Maltese form, and '!]<• center bears 
the figure of the oo*n surmounted 
by a lion. Below. o;i a scroll, are the 
wcrds, "1-or Valc'ir" The cross is 
s'lrpended from a in-.n- ribbon for the 
navy, red for the nrm\. The cross is 
connected with tho < tasp iiy an ini- 
tial "V." The first < royses were made 
frcm Russian cannr>n from Sebasto- 
pol. Ever since th< institution of the 
order the Victoria <'r<>=s tut* been the 
most coveted of all British decora- 
tions. It is opon in all officers and 
men of the regular, fixiliary and re- 
serve forces. 


Human Procession 


Simeon Ebon Baldwin, lawyer, ed* 


ucutor and jurist and now nerving his 
second term as the Democratic gov- 
ernor of Connecticut, was born in 
New Haven seventy-four 
years ago 


today. The venerable chief executive 
of the Wooden Nutmeg state gradu- 
ated from Yale half a century ago, 
and was admitted to the bar at the 
same time. For several years he was 
instructor in law at his alma mater, 
and later became a member and aft- 
erward chief justice of the Connecti- 
cut Supreme court. 


Governor Baldwin's interests are not 


confined to politics, law and govern- 
ment, but take in the whole range of 
human activity. One of the hopes he 
fondly cherishes la that, in the course 
of time, Christian unity may be at- 
tained. 
A few months ago, in a re- 


markable prophecy, he predicted that 
all the Protestant sects will eventual- 
ly "bury the hatchet' and become 
one, and that possibly Protestantism, 
through Lutheranism, may become al- 
lied with Catholicism, thus 
making 


one church of the Christian faith, 
really catholic 
in 
its 
wond-wide 


scope 


"I am one of those," declared 
the 


Governor, "who hope for a virtual re- 
union of all Protestant denominations 
during the next century or two. Nor 
do I deem it impossible that the Cath- 
olic church may ultimately follow. It 
may be now only a vision, but visions 
have before now come true." 


Governor Baldwin is a descendant 


of Roger Sherman, who was one of 
Connecticut's four signers of the Dec- 
laration'of Independence. The Gov- 
ernor stands for stern measures in 
the treatment of criminals, 
opposes 


the abolition of capital punishment, 
and has advocated tue restoration of 
the whipping post for certain classes 
of offenders. 


Sir Hiram Stevens Maxim, the gun- 


maker and inventor of the 
Maxim 


silencer, '"cordite," and various eiec- 
trical appliances and ordinance im- 
provements, was born at Sangerville, 
Mo., -Seventy-foxir years ago today. As 
a young man he was an apprentice to 
a coach maker and was employed in 
foundries and iron works. The Max- 
im gun, an automatic system of fire- 
arms, made him famous. In 1881 he 
went to England to live, and in 1901 
his inventive genius was recognized 
with the honor of knighthood. He 
was also made a chevalier 
of 
the 


French Legion of Honor. 


Mahlon Pitney, the junior member, 


in point of service, of 
the 
United 


States Supreme court, was born at 
Morriston. N. J., fifty-six years ago 
today. 
He was chancellor of New 


Jersey when President Taft elevated 
him to the supreme bench of the re- 
public. He was educated at Prince- 
ton, and admitted to the bar in Aoc2. 
He served in Congress some years 
before going there to don the ermine. 
Justice Pitney's appointment was bit- 
terly criticised by the labor element, 
on account of a decision he" had made 
that strikers have no right to plead 
their cause peaceably with those who 
have taken their places. ' me right 
of a master to have his servant 'con- 
tinue in his employ witnout moles- 
tation or enticement by any 
third 


party is a property right," ruled the 
justice. 


Miss Maxine Elliott, who returned 


to the stage last autumn in a London 
production of "Josepn and His Breth- 
ren," was bofh in Maine forty-one 
years ago today.

TO PROTECT HOGS 


AGAINST CHOLERA 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TFLEORAM) 


Washington, Feb. 5.—At least 90 


per cent of all deaths of hogs from 
diseases in the United States are 
caused by hog cholera, assert special- 
ists of the department of agriculture 
n a statement today issued 
in re- 


sponse to numerous inquiries 
from 


farmers (concerning methods for dis- 
tinguishing hog cholera from 
other 


swine diseases. 


A number of suggestions are given 


as an aid to the eariy recognition of 
hog cholera. Farmers are urged 
to 


remember that cholera kills millions 
of hogs where other diseases kill 
thousands and attention is called to 
the fact that prompt administration 
of anti-hog cholera serum is essen- 
tial to success. 


According to the specialists, the 


matter of diagnosis is not so import- 
ant or difficult as it seems. In the case 
of any fatal outbreak, it is stated, the 
chances are nine to one that the cause 
is hog cholera. "From a 
practical 


standpoint," says the department, the 
•important thing is to recognize hog 
cholera as soon as possible after its 
appearance in a herd in order that 
the serum may be applied before the 
disease progresses too far. Good 
serum may be depended upon to pro- 
tect well hogs, and even to cure a 
large per centage of those in 
the 


earliest stages of the disease, but it 
will not be of much avail when used 
upon hogs that are already visibly 
sick."

brought to Newark for a week, with 
nightly free lectures, 
under 
the 


auspices of the Federation of Wom- 
en's Clubs, is over. 
The 
exhibit 


closed Wednesday night witih the lec- 
ture by Dr. 'E. F. MeCampbell of the 
state board of health, and Thursday 
the work of removing the 
exhibit 


was begun by Director Spencer. The 
itinerary planned by the state board 
of health, makes Zanesville tire next 
place for the exhibit to be held, op- 
ening Feb. 9. 


Members «f the state board 
of 
health, lecturers and all persons in 
any way connected with the exhibit 
have unhesitatingly declared that the 
crowds which nightly poured into 
the exhibit rooms anfl to the 
free 


illustrated lectures, by far outnum- 
bered those greeting the campaign 
in any other city visited by the ex- 
hibit. 


"If Newark people manifest 
the 


proportionate degree of Interest in 
bettering sanitary conditions in their 
city, your mortality rate will be 
greatly 
reduced 
within 
another 


year," asserted one of the visiting 
officers. 


A large audiencfr attended 
last 


night's lecture. 
Many who missed 


the opportunity of obtaining three 
state exchange coupons in order to 
enter The Advocate's Better-Health 
contest, took advantage ofHhe new 
regulation by which only one state 
exchange coupon will be necessary. 


In his lecture. 
Dr. 
Eugene 'F. 


McCampbell. who is Mie executive 
secretary of the 
state 
board of 


health cave an interesting review of 
the public health problems that face 
Ohio. 
He laid down the 
general 


principle that in order to materially 
combat the 
preventable diseases 


which kill thousands in this state 
everv year, the 
people 
generally 


m««t be educated ir- 
the 
simple 


methods of protecting themselves. 


He first discussed the terrible in- 


fant mortality in the foiled States, 
declaring that out of the 1,500.000 
children who are born every year In 
this country, 300.100 of them die be- 
.fore they reach their second birth- 
day. 
He attributed these 300,000 


deaths to ignorance on the pant of 
the parents in fully ninety per cent, 
of th<? cases. 


Dr. McOamnbell classified the diief 


causes of death among babies as di- 
pestive. respiratory, and congenital 
debility. Tnder the digestive head- 
inc. lie placed improper methods of 
f°edins. declaring that ithe lack of 
knowledge on the part 
of 
many 


mothers as to this important feature 
of the baby's raising, is responsible 
for many deaths. 


Under the respiratory classifica- 


tion, Dr. MeCampbell declared that 
insanitary conditions in the home— 
bad housing and improper ventila- 
tion are responsible for a large per 
cent, of tihese deaths. 


"Whooping cough is by no means 


the mild disease that many parents 
seem to think" Dr. MeCampbell de- 
clared. "It is in reality very seri- 
ous, because it runs into bronchitis, 
pneumonia and like serious illness- 
es." 


Under the third class, congenital 


debility ,Dr. MeCampbell placed the 
thousands of infants who were born 
unhealthy. 
This, he said, was due 


to the terrible extent ef social dis- 
ease in this country. 


"Between 50 and €0 babies 
die 
needlessly in Ohio every day", the 
speaker said. "You must check this 
by two things. First, by training the 
mother in the proper care of 
her 


baby and, secondly by providing the 
baby with proper food, where it is 
net accessible in the 
home. 
This 
latter condition is met in the cities 
of tihft state by the free milk sta- 
tions and day nurseries which are 
doing great work. 


t>r. McCampbell then proceeded to 


point out that after the state assists 
in saving the baby, it must go far- 
ther and protect the child in school 
age. 
He designated two things as 


being of 
-great 
importance; 
the 


teaching of hygiene in the schools 
and the introduction of medical and 
dental inspection of school children. 


"We now have this inspection of 
school children in several of 
the 


large cities of the state" 
he de- 
clared. 
"It is pointing out the 


startling fact that at 
least three- 


fourths of the children in- our Ohio 
schools are defective in one way or 
another. The defects are chiefly in 
hearing and sight, enlarged nostrils, 
spinal curvature and organic heart 
disease. 
School inspection calls at- 
tention to these defects and gives 
the children's parents the chance to 
have them corrected before they be- 
come serious. 
In many 
instances 
these corrections will 
modify 
the 
child's entire career. Dental inspec- 
tion in Ohio 4ias shown that one-half 
of the children have bad teeth." 


The diseases which menace men 


and women of maturity were treated 
in the third section of the sneaker's 
address. 
Among theae he 
named 


occupational diseases. Dn McCamp- 


?aid Mils subject is now being 


He enumerated many other prob- 


lems for the public health authori- 
ties, the necessity of protecting the 
food and water supply of every com- 
munity; the necessity of installing 
proper garbage 
disposal 
plants, 


which in nearly every case pays for 
itself: the necessity of systematic iiv- 
spectlou of food sold in each 
city, 
etc. 


'Dr. McCampbell'tt entire 
lecture 


was brief and to ithe point and was 
iheard with profit by his audience. 
The

that the number of judges under the 
old apportionment is sufficient 
to 
carry on the work; in fact it is an 
open question whether the commit- 
tee appointed to report on the sim- 
plification of judicial practices and 
the actual necessity as to the num- 
ber of judges in the state will not 
ascertain under the conditions grow- 
ing out of the operation of the work- 
men's compensation law that 
the 


common- wealth cannot without im- 
pairment of the service reduce the 
existing number of judges of. the 
court of common pleas. Aside from 
this the natural processes of devel- 
opment in the rural counties are re- 
ducing the measure of litigation I 
deem it of the highest importance 
that a constitutional amendment be 
submitted to the people. 
The cost 


to ithe state in creating the addition- 
al twenty-two judges in salaries will 
be more than a ihalf million dollars 
for the six year term. The situation 
ia so easily analyzed and the plea 
against this unnecessary expense so 
far above successful challenge that 
it becomes the transcendent duty of 
every member of the legislature and 
the executive department as 
well, 


to acquaint the people of the state 
of the changed conditions and give 
them an opportunity to provide for 
and profit by them. 


"I recognize that partisan consid- 
erations will rise in opposition 
to 


this suggestion, but, I can conceive 
of no conscientious objection from 
any quarter to tihis proposal. The 
amendment could be submitted on 
primary day in August without eith- 
er an addition of cost or inconveni- 
ence to the public. If it is adopt- 
ed the status quo of 1912 Is re- 
stored and elections can be held in 
the old subdivisions this fall as they 
would have ensued if the amend- 
ment had not been adopted. On the

Columbus, Feb. 5.—Modification 


of the "blue sky" law, to require 
the filing of less information on 
regular 
industrial securities and 


more detailed information on ques- 
tionable real estate securities, will 
be recommended by Governor Cox 
to the legislature at the special ses- 
sion. 


The governor expected to send a 


special message on this subject to 
the legislature this afternoon. 


Party lines were drawn in the 


lower house of the legislature today 
when the republicans made an effort 
to have the House consider three 
bills which provide for uniformity of 
textbooks. 
Democrats defeated the 


Republicans plan after a heated de- 
bate. 


Representative Gilson. of Jeffor- 


*-on county, who, early in the session 
introduced a bill which provides for 
uniformity of textbooks in the state 
exclusive of cities, succeeded in get- 
ting his bill reported out of com- 
mittee, but on a roll call it was 
denied a place on the calendar. Bills 
introduced by Representative Wood- 
worth of Athens, county, and Repre- 
sentative Anderson of Green county, 
which provided for county uniform- 
ity and sate uniformity textbooks 
respectively, failed to be reported 
out 


The Senate pa«;=ed the Hudson bill 


providing for uniformity of school 
books in rural districts throughout 
the state. The vote stood 22 to 2.
